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To  the  Norman  Cross  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1970, 

The  District  lies  mainly  to  the  south  of  Peterborough, 
running  across  the  County  from  east  to  west* 

The  main  industries  are  agriculture  and  brick-making;  there 
is  also  engineering  and  a  tar  distillery.  There  are  three  poultry 
processing  premises  in  the  area.  Many  people  who  live  in  the  District 
find  their  employment  in  Peterborough, 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  have  been  11,790,  an  increase  of  220  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  222  live  births  during  the  year,  being  30  more 
than  in  1969»  The  crude  birth  rate  was  18,8  per  1,000  of  the 
population  and  the  adjusted  rate  18,2,  this  is  higher  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  VJales  as  a  whole  which  was  16,0.  Ten  of  the  live 
births  were  illegitimate,  that  is  5%  of  the  births.  This  figure  was 
for  England  and  Wales, 

There  was  one  infant  death,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  5  per  1,000  live  births.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  18 
per  1,000, 


There  were  5  still -births  and  the  Perinatal  Mortality  rate 
was  22  per  1,000  total  births,  a  figure  very  close  indeed  to  the 
national  rate  of  23. 

There  were  96  deaths  53  rjiales  and  43  females.  The  crude 
death  rate  vra,s  8.1  and  the  adjusted  rate  10,6  per  1,000  population. 
This  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  11,7  for  England  and 
Wales, 


There  was  little  infectious  disease  notified  to  me  during 
the  year.  The  most  frequent  being  Measles,  with  31  cases. 

The  latter  half  of  the  year  was  noteworthy  in  that  the 
County,  through  the  School  Medical  Service,  launched  a  campaign  to 
iroraunise  all  girls  against  German  Measles  in  their  14th  year.  This 
is  in  order  to  prevent  them  catching  this  disease  later  on  in  life, 
during  pregnancy,  since  if  this  occurs  there  is  a  possibility  that 
the  baby  may  have  congenital  abnormalities.. 
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I  advise  all  parents  to  have  their  daughters  imnunised 
under  this  scheme.  It  only  requires  one  injection  and  nay  save  the 
girls  a  lot  of  worry  in  the  future. 

The  ^^ra.ter  supply  throughout  the  District  remains  good. 

The  water  is  "very  Hard"  but  is  of  good  quality,  and  bacteriologically 
it  is  satisfactory.  Improvements  to  certain  of  the  mains  have  been 
made  during  the  year  by  the  Vfeter  Board. 

Work  began  on  the  scheme  for  the  Sewerage  of  the  Village  of 
Folksworth  in  November  and  the  Surveyor  hopes  that  it  will  be 
completed  by  June  1972. 

I  an  in  full  agreement  with  the  Surveyor  that  the  nexb 
village  to  receive  attention  should  be  Glatton.  This  village  suffers., 
from  the  sane  problem  which  beset  Folksworth  namely  a  heavy  clay 
subsoil  into  which  effluent  cannot  easily  soak  and  drain  away. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council,  their 
Officers  and  Staff,  and  to  my  Professional  Colleagues  in  the  District 
for  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  throughout  the  year.

PRIVATE  ENTERPRISE  HOUSim 

The  present  situation  emphasises  that  the  building  industry  is 
one  of  continual  fluctuation  and  is  affected  by  many  outside  influences. 
During  the  year  work  commenced  on  new  sections  of  estates  at  Orton 
VJaterville  and  Yaxley  and  work  on  existing  estates  continued.  The  number 
completed  in  this  district  during  the  twelve  months  showed  a  slight 
increase,  and  the  number  under  construction  is  the  highest  ever  recorded. 
Mortgages  are  now  easier  to  obtain  and  there  is  a  steady  demand  for 
properties  in  most  price  ranges.  The  mild  winter  allowed  building  to 
continue  without  the  usual  delays  due  to  snow  and  ice,  and  coupled  with 
the  present  high  demand  this  has  resulted  in  shortages  of  labour  in  some 
trades  and  delays  in  delivery  of  some  materials.  Building  inspection  was 
a  particularly  busy  task  during  the  year.

CQUIvICIL  HOUSE  BUILDING 


During  the  year  the  niaintonance  v/ork  at  Farcet  Stage  2  was 
completed.  Although  no  new  properties  were  occupied  in  the  remainder 
of  the  District,  preparations  were  brought  to  an  advanced  stage  with 
other  projects. 

At  Stibbington  work  coimaenccd  in  June  1970  on  20  houses  and 
bungalows;  one  bungalow  was  designed  with  an  addition  that  could  be  a 
shop  or  flat.  Fair  progress  was  made  on  this  contract. 

Preparations  were  well  advanced  for  construction  of  60  houses, 
bungalows  and  flats  on  a  site  South  of  Yaxley  Church,  Planning  and  Ministry 
approvals  being  received  in  November  1970,  This  is  a  particularly  attractive 
site,  although  land  acquisition  has  been  expensive  and  prolonged.  There  is 
land  to  the  East  on  which  approxiiiiately  26  further  properties  can  be 
erected  later,  and  completion  of  this  area  will  clear  up  what  has  for 
several  years  been  a  rather  untidy  corner  site.  No.  15  Church  Street 
became  vacant  and  was  purchased  by  the  Council  as  it  will  form  part  of  the 
area  required  to  complete  the  development;  plans  were  prepared  for 
temporary  use  of  the  property. 

Work  continues  with  erection  of  individual  brick  built  garages 
at  side  of  Council  houses  and  plans  are  in  preparation  for  a  block  of 
garages  at  Elton, 

Further  investigations  were  made  into  various  central  heating 
appliances,  so  that  the  most  efficient  and  economical  installation  can  be 
made  in  existing  Council  Houses. 

A  careful  examination  was  made  of  all  Council  owned  land,  to 
see  if  after  dealing  v/ith  the  need  in  the  parishes  concerned  there  could 
be  any  land  surplus  to  requirements.  Negotiations  are  continuing. 

HOUSING  ACTION  AND  LhPRQVEMEOT 

14  Houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  5  being  the  result 
of  Demolition  Orders. 

Applications  were  received  for  18  Standard  Grants  and  14 
Improvement  Grants.  Imnrovement  work  continues  in  a  satisfactory  way, 
although  the  figures  arc  not  spectacular.  There  are  not  a  great  number 
of  terraces  of  sub-standard  houses  which  could  be  suitable  for  an 
Improvement  Area.  Generally,  individual  houses  are  improved  as  they 
change  ownership  and  cottages  in  attractive  situations  are  either  improved 
by  additions  or  are  reduced  in  nuiaber  if  too  small. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  and  no 
overcrowding  within  the  meaning  of  the  Housing  Acts,

There  are  no  street  standpipes. 

Twelve  saraples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  exaraination.  All  x^ere  reported  as  satisfactory.  The 
main  water  is  v/ithin  the  "very  hard"  category  and  is  not  plxnabo- sol  vent. 

The  Fluoride  content  is  bctv/een  0,18  and  0.55  parts  per  million, 
depending  upon  the  source. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  but  there  are 
five  shallow  plastic  lined  beginners  pools  at  Schools  at  Holme,  Orton 
Longueville  (2),  Stilton  and  Yaxley  and  a  larger  conventional  pool  at  the 
Orton  Longueville  School.  8  Water  samples  were  taken  at  School  sxvLmming 
pools  during  the  summer  season.  Two  of  these  samples  were  unsatisfactory 
and  it  v/as  necessary  to  close  the  pools  for  a  few  days  whilst  repairs  and 
adjustments  were  made  to  the  chlorination  plant. 

The  Water  Undertaking  was  incorporated  into  the  South 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  as  from  1st  October  1968.  They  supply  the 
following  information

Several  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to 
supply  and  distributions  systems  in  the  area.  The  o.rea  supplied  from  the 
new  booster  station  at  Folksworth  was  extended  to  make  operation  more 
efficient.  Sections  of  corroded  iron  mains  in  the  Haddon  and  Morborne 
areas  were  rolaid  and  a  3"'  P.V.C.  main  v/as  laid  across  the  River  Nene  at 
Wansford  to  improve  supplies  from  Wittering  Tower,  near  StaLiford,  to  the 
Stibbington  and  Elton  areas.  The  12"  pui.iping  main  from  Farcet  to  Yascley 
puTiiping  station  laid  as  part  of  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  was  extended  back 
to  Stanground  to  allow  a  greater  quantity  of  water  to  be  pumped  from 
Flotton  Avenue  booster  station.

(d)  Water  Quality 


Regular  weekly  samples  of  raw  and  treated  water  from  each  source 
of  supply  and  from  varied  points  within  the  distribution  system  were  taken 
throughout  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories,  Peterborough,  All  treated  water  samples  and 
the  vast  majority  of  raw  water  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 
Satisfactory  chemical  analyses  of  water  from  each  source  were  also 
obtained . 
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By  tho  ond  of  1970  drains  fron  3347  properties  had  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewers  in  Yaxley,  Farcet,  Stilton,  Orton 
Longueville,  Orton  Waterville,  Elton,  Holme,  Sibson-cuin-Stibbington, 
Al\:/alton  and  Chesterton.  The  only  parishes  now  not  sewered  are  Denton 
and  Galdecote,  Folksworth  and  Vfashingley,  Glatton,  Haddon,  Morborno  and 
Waternewton.  When  the  Folksworth  scheme  has  been  completed  the 
remaining  areas  will  be  the  small  hamlets  for  which  outline  schemes  have 
been  prepared  but  construction  costs  are  high.  If  these  remaining 
villages  are  to  be  sewered  over  a  nur.iber  of  years,  the  first  priority 
should  be  to  Glatton  where  tho  heavy  clay  subsoil  makes  effluent  disposal 
particularly  difficult, 

6  cesspools  were  abolished  and  properties  connected  to  the 
public  sewer. 

8  pails  were  converted  to  W.Cs* 

10  new  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  wore  provided  in 
unsewered  areas. 

Tho  existing  foul  drainage  schemes  continued  satisfactorily 
except  at  Elton  disposal  works,  whore  poor  samples  were  reported.  An 
investigation  was  carried  out  over  several  months,  good  saraples  being 
obtained  after  repairs  and  adjustments  were  made  to  the  percolating 
filter  arms  and  mechanism. 

Preparatory  work  of  serving  Notices  on  land  owners  and  occupiers 
was  done  in  this  office  in  connection  with  Contract  15  for  foul  drainage 
of  Folksworth.  The  Assistant  Resident  Engineer  comr.ienced  in  July  1970. 

The  Contractors,  Messrs.  Linney  and  McLaughlin  started  work  at  Stanground 
on  2nd  November.  This  scheme  includes  not  only  sewer  laying  in  Folksworth 
Village,  but  short  lengths  to  serve  the  Northern  part  of  Stilton  and  an 
area  near  the  Norman  Gross  Motel.  Longer  lengths  of  sower  are  to  bo  laid 
from  Folksworth  to  existing  sewer  at  Limekiln  Lane,  Stilton,  and  from 
Farcet  to  Stangroundi  the  Stanground  soction  has  some  lengths  designed  to 
take  overflows  from  the  neighbouring  Old  Fletton  Urban  District  and  the 
total  flow  is  treated  at  the  Old  Fletton  U.D.  Works.  The  pumping  stations 
at  Windsor  Road,  Yaxley  and  Farcet  Bridge  are  to  be  re-modelled  to  deal 
with  the  additional  flows,  Tliree  thrust  bores  are  to  be  made,  two  under 
the  Great  North  Road  and  one  under  the  main  lino  ra.ilway  at  Yaxley.  An 
additional  sewage  pumping  main  is  to  be  laid  through  fields  from  Yaxley 
to  Farcet,  Present  progress  is  good.  The  work  should  bo  completed  by 
Juno  1972. 


The  winter  of  1970  was  comparatively  mild  and  dry  and  no  flooding 
was  reported.  The  need  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  surface  water  drainage 
in  parishes  where  extensive  house  building  has  created  impermeable  areas 
with  rapid  run-off  is  still  evident  and  must  receive  attention  if  flooding, 
and  other  problems  are  to  be  avoided.  In  some  parishes  it  is  possible  to 
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drain  surface  water  to  existing  or  improved  dykes  and  old  drains,  but  it 
has  been  appreciated  that  there  is  a  spocia,!  problem  in  the  village  of 
Yaxley  where  the  population  has  increased  from  2775  to  3714  in  the  past 
10  years  and  could  reach  8,000  to  9j000  within  the  next  20  years.  After 
considerable  investiga.tions  the  Council  instructed  Messrs.  G.B.  Kershaw 
&  Kaufman  as  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  dr<aft  scheme  and  estimate 
for  the  surface  mter  drainage  of  Yaxley.  Data  in  considerable  detail 
has  been  supplied  to  the  Consultants. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  7  day  rota  of  collection  continued  this  year,  the  rota 
being  isaintainod  over  holiday  periods  by  working  on  Saturdays.  A  now 
S  &  D  25  cu.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  tipper  with  power  press  was  delivered  in 
December  1970,  to  replace  the  existing  rather  aged  vehicle.  A  35  cu* 
yd.  capacity  vehicle  has  been  ordered  to  replace  the  existing  ”Pakai';iatic” , 
which  will  then  be  kept  as  spare. 

Bullry  refuse  collections  continued  on  Saturday  mornings,  but  the 
scheme  was  altered  so  that  instead  of  working  round  the  area  village  by 
village,  the  collections  are  made  on  demand.  This  scheme  is  working  v/oll 
and  collections  are  being  made  im.thin  2-3  weeks  of  request.  There  is  thus 
little  excuse  for  any  householder  in  this  district  dur.iping  any  unwanted 
articles  in  the  countryside.  Unfortunately  people  from  outside  the 
district  and  others  travelling  through  are  still  filling  roadside  bins 
and  dui.iping  in  hedgerows^  these  accumulations  are  being  cleared  with  the 
bulky  refuse  and  normal  rota  collections. 

MEAT  urn  FOOD  IK3PECTIQN 

100%  inspection  of  meat  was  again  recorded  at  the  Far cot 
Slaughterhouse.  Approximately  the  sano  number  of  animals  were  inspected 
as  in  1969  with  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  pigs.

Few  reports  were  received  as  to  unsound  food,  but  most  of  the 
complaints  concerned  mould  on  items  such  as  sausage  rolls  and  similar  food 
kept  in  shops  in  temperature  controlled  conditions.  It  appears  that  much 
more  care  is  necessary  in  the  transport  of  such  food  between  the  store  a.nd 
the  shop,  as  a  lengthy  period  in  an  ordinary  van  in  hot  weather  is  an 
obvious  danger. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  come  into  operation 
on  1st  March  1971*  One  point  of  importance  to  this  district  is  that  under 
this  now  legislation,  persons  washing  carrots  must  use  potable  water.  The 
larger  vegetable  packers  in  the  district  have  been  visited  and  letters  have 
been  sent  to  local  Farmers  Union  Secretaries,

As  reported  last  year  the  emphasis  in  the  poultry  trade  in  this  district 
is  changing.  The  processors  are  killing  fewer  birds  on  their  own  premises, 
but  are  buying  many  more  from  the  larger  firms  and  storing  them  for  use  aa 
required.  Two  of  the  three  premises  are  increasing  the  amount  and  nujaber 
of  other  foods  kept  in  frozen  storage.
